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Pope makes his first 


public appearances

VATICAN CITY (NC)— Pope 
John Paul II made his first formal 
public appearances in nearly a month 
and issued a major call for Christian 
unity on the feast of Pentecost last 
Sunday. 


Still pale and thin from his three- 
week hospital stay to recover from 
gunshot wounds suffered May 13, the 
61-year-old pope leaned: slightly on 
the railing of the Balcony of Bene- 

diction as he personally delivered a 
five-minute talk and gave the final 
blessing in St. Peter’s Basilica at the 
end of a Pentecost Mass. 


TO REPRESENTATIVES of 
other churches and hundreds of 
bishops gathered from 
around the world to mark the 
Christian faith in the Holy Spirit, the 
pope declared that the Holy Spirit 
“thas gathered us together into the one’ 
love of Christ.’’ 


_ Although his doctors refused to let 
the pope lead any of the June 6-7 
events celebrating the 16th centenary 
of the Council of Constantinople and 
the 1,550th anniversary of the . 
Council of Ephesus, on June 6 he pre- 
recorded three separate speeches,

Mother Teresa visits Reagans 


WASHINGTON (NC)— Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta, founder of the 
Missionaries of Charity, was 
President Reagan’s guest for lunch at 
the White House June 4. The 
president later praised her as “‘the 
- soul of kindness.”’ 


When asked what he had discussed 
with Mother Teresa, known for her 
work among the poor in India, 
President Reagan replied, ‘‘We 
listened.”’ 


“You can’t be in the presence of 
someone like that without feeling 
better about the world,”’ the president 
said of the 1979 Nobel Peace Prize 


winner. He said she was “50 
optimistic about all of 
us—mankind—and what she’s 


trying to do is very inspiring. I guess 


. She’s just the soul of kindness.”’ 


After lunch the president and his 
wife, Nancy, escorted Mother Teresa 
to her waiting car. A small crowd of 
government employees on hand on 
the south lawn of the White House 
applauded her as she left.

Teresa spoke out against abortion at a 
Symposium sponsored by the 
American Family Institute. and 
announced plans to open two homes 
for her nuns in Washington.

(D-Mo.) also resigned. 


PROTECT UNBORN — To gain 
protection for the unborn in the 
proposed Canadian constitution, an 
amendment is being sought which 
would guarantee ‘‘that the Charter of 
Rights would not prejudicially affect 
the rights of the unborn.’’

CEASE-FIRE APPEAL — One of 
Pope John Paul II’s last acts before he 
left Rome’s Gemelli Polyclinic to 
return to the Vatican was to appeal 
fora cease-fire in war-torn Lebanon, 
Vatican Radio reported. The pope 
sent a message to Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis, asking all parties to join 


in an immediate cease-fire. The

southern Lebanon. 


THE ‘WYSZYNSKI LINE’— 
Church-state relations in Poland will 
continue along the ‘‘Wyszynski 
Line,’’ Cardinal Agostino Casaroli 
said: The papal secretary of state 
made the comment at Rome’s 
Leonardo Da Vinci Airport 
immediately after his arrival from 
Warsaw, where he had represented 
the pope at the funeral of 79-year-old 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski, primate 
of Poland, and met with Polish and 
state leaders. ‘‘I don’t believe that the 
death of the cardinal, a figure linked 
to one of the most important parts of 
Polish life, signifies a change in the 
course which he undertook in the life 
of the Church, in church-state 
relations,’’ Cardinal. Casaroli said.

What's the “final witness’’ of your life? 


Sometimes we forget the blood of martyrs 
which brought our faith to us. We can feel 
very comfortable in a modern carpeted 
church, air conditioned, with padded pews, 
and forget the trials and tribulations which, 
down through the ages, forged the metal of 
our faith, the ‘‘sword of the spirit.“’ 

But even though vie may forget it, there 
are those worderful missionaries who face 
death and danger every day of their lives so 
that the faith might be brought to others in 
terms of our Lord’s command to ‘‘teach all 
nations. ’’ se 

Such a man -was Cosmas Spessotto, an 
Italian Franciscan missionary priest who was 
killed after 30 years serving the people of El 
Salvador. : 

At 7 p.m. he was kneeling in the parish 
church of St. John Nonualco, saying Evening 
Prayer. Suddenly shooting started and a bullet 
from a .32-caliber revolver broke his fight 
arm, a second bullet struck his throat, and a 
third pierced his heart. He died in two 

minutes, in a pool of blood. 

Father Cosmas evidently anticipated his 
murder. He wrote a letter two weeks earlier 


marked ‘‘In case of sudden death.’’ He said he

In the letter he said: ‘‘To die a martyr is a 
grace | do not deserve. To have all my sins, 
defects, and the weaknesses of my past life 
washed in blood poured out for the sake of 
Christ would be a free gift of our Lord. 

“| thank the faithful who by their prayers 
and signs of esteem have encouraged me to 
offer the final witness of my life for them. I. 
hope to continue to help them from heaven.” 

What a wonderfully challenging thought: ‘’! 
hope to continue to help them from heaven.’ 

He was buried in the parish where he had 
been a missionary for 27 years. He was only 
57. 

Before his death he confided to one of his 
Franciscan associates that he ‘“had offered his 
life for peace in his parish in El Salvador.”’ 

Are we prepared to shed our blood for our 
faith? : 

It’s a good question as we sit in our 
comfortable pews.. 

In recent years 1,000 people have died for 
their faith in El Salvador alone, regardless of 
those who died elsewhere in the world. Let us 
pray. we are not put to the test.

Challenge of our youth key

SAN DIEGO—It’s a long way 
from Durango, Mexico, to San 
Diego, by way of San Francisco and 
Bakersfield, but Armando Medina- 
Flores has made the journey both to 
his own personal advantage and to the 
Spanish-speaking youth of our 
diocese. 


Medina-Flores is consultant to the 
diocesan Office of Youth Ministries, 
and brings his enthusiasm and his 
concern for young people, as well as 
his training in theology and clinical 
psychology, to his post. 


AT PRESENT he is working only 
three-quarters of the time as a 
bilingual consultant to the youth 
ministries office; he devotes the rest of 
his time to Our Lady of Sacred Heart 
in San Diego and Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel in San Ysidro as the parish 
youth minister. 


But things will change as of July 1, 
when Medina-Flores becomes a full- 
time member of the diocesan youth 
office,, which is headed by Father 
Robert White. 


“Youth ministry is a critical area in 
the Church today,’’ he said. ‘‘Some 
very good things are being done in 
English, but there is a great need for it 
among our Hispanic youth. I see a lot 
of despair among our young people, a

searching for values and a sense of 
belonging, at times anguish and 
anxiety.”’ 

GIVING YOUNG people a feeling 
that they really do belong to the 
Church is one of the most important 
tasks facing the youth minister, said 
Medina-Flores, because the future of 
the Church is in its youth. 


‘Our programs and activities must 
make them believe that they not only 
belong in the Church but that they are 
welcome,’’ he said. ‘‘And they must 
also be supported during their time of 
adolescence, a period which is all the 
more difficult for Hispanic youth 
because they are caught in a crisis of 
identity between two different _ 
cultures.”’ 


Problems of high unemployment 
and limited opportunities are also 
problems Hispanic youth must 
contend with as they think about the 
future, Medina-Flores said. ‘‘They 
also have realized that education is 
necessary for a decent job and many 
more of them are making the effort.’’ 


BUT IT IS the faith dimension 
that much of the youth ministries 
office focuses its attention on. 
Workshops, retreats, and encounter 
programs, both for the young people 
themselves and the parish youth

Brother Dominic doesn’t help us 


I was recently in Cincinnati attending a convention of 
the Catholic Press Association. While there, I happened to 
read a column by the former editor of the Catholic Telegraph, 


Msgr. James M. Shea, which said something that has been 


on my mind for some time. 


Specifically, Msgr. Shea addressed himself to ee entire 
matter of a trend toward ‘‘cuteness’’ in TV commercials 
which relies on stereotyped Sisters, priests, and Brothers to 
sell products. 


Now, I like humor as much as anyone else, and I know 
many priests, | Sisters, and Brothers whose sense of humor 
and ability té “laugh at themselves is a gift to all of us. 


And perhaps there is something amusing about a 
Religious Brother selling Xerox machines or a group of 
nuns promoting roomy Volkswagens. a 

But then again, maybe it’s not so amusing. 

As Msgr. Shea noted in his column, ‘‘cuteness isn’t 
unconstitutional, but the introduction of monks and 
nuns into TV commericals and other ads is deplorable 
and, if you are a monk or nun, demeaning.’’ 


The column quoted Christian Brother William Mueller, 
president of the National Assembly of Religious Brothers, 
as saying that caricatures such as Xerox’ Brother Dominic 
(or the gentle, but insipid, Oh piece cartoon used by some 
diocesan newspapers). are ‘‘theologically and 
psychologically outdated.’’ 


I believe Msgr. Shea and Brother William are right on 
the money. 


It’s not that the commericals aren’t amusing—the 
Xerox commercial is certainly that — but what disturbs me 
is that the production of such commericals shows a lack of 
insight into or just a total disregard for the real lives of 
today’s priests, Sisters, and Brothers. j 

It’s no secret that these are difficult days for vocation 
directors. While real-life Religious are committing their 
lives to the Lord’s work—and in some cases putting 
their lives in jeopardy, as in El Salvador—the TV 
producers would have us believe that nuns are insipid, 
Brothers overweight and balding (even if some of us 
are), and priests too pious to understand the world 
around them. 


At best, the commercials are froth, amusing episodes 
that miss the true commitment of today’s Religious. 


But let’s be fair. It’s pretty hard not to like Brother 
Dominic, as a matter of fact, and Xerox knows that fact 
well. The only reason we are seeing Brother Dominic sell 
Xerox machines or that group of nuns jamming themselves 
into a VW van to show its roominess, is because marketing 
research has shown Americans respond to those images of 
Religious, and buy the products. 


And that bothers me, too. I just wish that balding 
Brothers and giggling. Sisters were not being used to 
promote prodicts that will not be around in another 10 
years.

‘Still the same rascal’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope John Paul II returned 
home to the Vatican exactly three weeks to the day after he 
was seriously wounded in an assassination attempt in St. 
Peter’s Square. 


As he left, the pontiff joked with the doctors and nurses 


who had treated him. ‘‘You thought you could make a new 


man of me,’’ he said, ‘‘but I’m still the same rascal as 
before.’”’ ; 


Pale, but smiling and waving to about 200 people 
eathered at the hospital entrance, the pontiff walked 
unassisted to his waiting open-top black Mercedes 
limousine just after seven in the evening. He was dressed in 
his traditional white robes and skull cap. 


He stood up in the car and waved for about a minute as 
the Rome police began to escort him back to Vatican City, 


about four miles away from the Gemelli Polyclinic where 


he had undergone emergency surgery May 13. 


He re-entered the Vatican at’ St. Anne’s Gate ten 
minutes later, and was greeted by a crowd of about 250 
people. There was no advance warning that ne was about 
to leave the hospital. 

Only minutes after he reached his apartment 
overlooking St. Peter’s Square, the pontiff appeared briefly 
at the fourth-floor window of his study, waved, and gave 
his blessing to the small crowd which had gathered below.

In preparation for the great feast of Pentecost the bishops 
and priests of the diocese gathered together last week to 
share doctrine and fellowship, breaking of bread, and 
prayer.

Getting something for nothing is probably the 
most popular human pipe dream. Very likely that is 
why sweepstakes are so common and offering a 
“free gift’’ is an effective advertising promotion. We 
would like to ‘‘wish’’ ourselves into happiness and 
wealth without having to. cope with the day-to-day 
struggle of working for them. 


It’s an attitude prevalent in relationships, too. 
Many of us expect to be loved and respected or 
admired without feeling any obligation to be loving, 
respectful, and admiring ourselves, so that when our 
expectations are not met we grow bitter and awash 
with self-pity. 

THE SOMETHING-for-nothing stance shows 
up in the way some of us talk about unfulfilled 
ambitions. ‘‘I always wanted to be a doctor; but 
couldn’t face all those years of study,’’ ‘‘I always 
wanted to play the piano but couldn’t stand 


practicing!’’ ‘‘I wanted to be a missionary but it 
would have meant giving up my job, my home, my 
friends...’’ and so on. 


Recently I have run into a number of footloose 


young men and women who announce, quite - 


seriously, that they want to be healers. In each case 
the person has been a wanderer who refuses to 
accept responsibility for his or her own life or for the 


people with whom he or she forms relationships. 


They talk at length about themselves and seem 
wholly self-oriented. 


The idea of ‘‘healing’’ seems to come more from

the image of themselves as persons of special power 
than from a real love of people and desire to give of 
themselves for others. Healing is the ‘‘in thing’’ in 
both religious circles and among groups which are 
quite a-religious. And that, I believe, is all to the 
good, 


PEOPLE ARE MEANT to heal each other, to 
help each other surmount the problems they face, 
but this is effectively accomplished only when 
compassion and empathy are present. We cannot 
help each other without both entering into the 
other’s experience and_ releasing something of 
ourselves to him or her. If our human interaction is 
to be a healing experience we need to expect a 
certain diminishing of ourselves. 


Bearing someone else’s burden— which is what 
healing is—can be an‘ exhausting thing. We take 
upon ourselves the troubles of others in order to free 
them of them and that can be costly in terms of 
emotional and even physical drain and pain. Jesus 
Himself ‘‘felt something go out’’ of Him when 
healing and He accepted His own death to free us 
from the hold of sin. 


One priest who has considerable success. in 
praying for people, who are physically afflicted in 
some way has learned from experience that he will 
always ‘‘pay for’’ effective prayer by some kind of 
personal suffering. ‘‘I think John is going to be all 
right,’’ he will say of someone who has suffered a 
severe heart attack, ‘‘because I have this terrible 
burning pain in my chest.’’ 
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Everything has its price 


CHRISTIANS WERE NEVER meant to be 
freeloaders. This is a misconception of a surprising 
number of would-be Christ followers who equate 
selling what one owns with living off other people’s 
charity, and detachment from possessions with 
detachment from close relationships. Christians are 
Christian only when they are givers,-never when 
takers, and primarily when they are giving of 
themselves. : 


Even the free gifts of God, His endless love, our 
salvation, His forgiveness, call us to reciprocal 
giving before we can claim them and utilize them in 
our lives. Everything has its price but when that 
price is in terms of self-involvement and self-giving it 
is always more likely to benefit us than anyone else, 
because we will grow more and more into the person 
we are designed to be. 


William Barclay, the Presbyterian theologian, 
once wrote that ‘‘No man can seek for a comfortable 
ease and know what greatness. means and gives.”’

ve One God in three persons 


June 14, 1981, Trinity Sunday (11th Week in 
Ordinary Time). Exodus 34:4-6, 8-9; 2 
Corinthians 13:11-13; John 3:16-18. 

Today is Trinity Sunday, the day we remember 
that out of His love for us the one living and true 
God has revealed Himself to us.as a Trinity of 
Persons, as three distinct entities who together 
constitute one Lord, one God, in the most 
impenetrable of all Christian mysteries. 


Finding an Old Testament reading appropriate to 
Trinity Sunday is no small task, because Israel knew 
nothing of the mystery because the Lord had not yet 
spoken it. Even the New Testament does not present 


_ the Trinity as a theological fait accompli, although 


the doctrine is there, especially in John. It wasn’t 
until the year 200 that Tertullian used the Greek 
word hypostasis in referring to the divine Persons. 


OUR EXODUS READING speaks to us of the 
divine initiative in establishing a covenant with 
Israel, an initiative resulting from the love who is 
God Himself. 


This love-theme will recur in our other two 


If the Lord is present among us by His love, that 


readings, and even our covenant relationship with 
the Father, confirmed and sealed in the blood of His 
Son, has Old Testament overtones: our Amen at 
Communion is in reality the Hebrew emeth which 
expresses the fidelity of God in the covenant 
relationship. 


Our second reading concludes the last of Paul’s 
two letters to the Church at Corinth, and both the 
covenant-love relationship and the three-fold nature 
of God are evident. 


GOD IS WITHIN the community only when its 
individual members live in harmony and peace with 
each other, manifesting God’s love. The apostle 
admonishes the Corinthians to greet each other with 
a “‘holy kiss,’’ the same kiss of peace we give each 


other during the Mass. The early Christians also 


celebrated Christ’s saving presence among them 
with a non-sacramental love-meal called agape, 
which is also one of the Greek words for love. 


presence is also a three-fold presence because the 
one God is a trinity of Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 
Our reading concludes with one of the same 
Trinitarian formulas in use today in our liturgy. 


This theme of God’s saving love is also found in 
our Gospel reading from St. John. The apostle sees 
our redemption in terms of God’s saving love, 
manifested to us in the Son who is one with the 
Father, and who together send the Holy Spirit who 
personifies the bond of love between them. 


THE MISSION OF Jesus is to bring God’s love 
into.the world in person. God sent His Son into the 
world not to condemn it, but to redeem it. Love is 
directly equated with the very act of our redemption. 


But the very condition of our salvation is our 
belief in the Son whom the Father has sent. Through 
baptism and Eucharist we enter the body of Christ, 
both the sacramental body and the mystical body 
which is the Church, in which the Trinity must dwell 
because where one Person is, there all three. must 
surely be.

Jazz great Mary Lou Williams 
wanted to ‘spread a little love’

Mary Lou Williams, a jazz pianist, 
arranger, and composer who wrote 
three Masses, died of cancer at her 
home in Durham, N.C. She was 71 
years old. 


She composed or played for such 
musical greats as Duke Ellington, 


Mary Lou Williams 


Benny Goodman, Louis Armstrong, 
Earl Hines, and Tommy and Jimmy 
Dorsey and Cab Calloway. 


HER THIRD MASS, now known 
as Mary Lou’s Mass, was 
commissioned in 1969 by Msgr. 
Joseph Gremillion, director of social 
and ecumenical ministry for the 
Diocese of. Alexandria-Shreveport, 
La., who was then secretary of the 
Pontifical Justice and Peace 
Commission, after Miss Williams had 
had a private audience with Pope 
Paul VI. : 


Sung in St. Patrick’s Cathedral in 


"New York City in 1975, Mary Lou’s 


Mass was the first jazz performance 
given there. It has also been sung at 
the Church of the Gesu, the mother 
church of the Jesuits, in Rome and at 
many other churches in the United 
States. - 


Miss’ Williams, a convert to 
Catholicism, said in 1972 that she 
wrote the music for the Mass because 
‘‘Jesus is the best.’’ She added, “‘I 
just wanted to: spread a little love.’’ 


“ALL JAZZ HAS its roots in 
spirituals,’’ she said. ‘“The slaves 
were constantly calling on Jesus to 
help them. Everything in life had a 
purpose for God. They also had a 
great devotion to the Blessed Virgin.”’ 


Mary Lou Williams was born 
Mary Elfrieda Scruggs in Atlanta, 


Ga., on May 8, 1910. She was one of . 


eight children. Her father left the 
family when she was small and her 
mother. supported the children by 
doing housework. 


After high school, she joined the 
vaudeville team of Seymour and 
Jeanette. There she met saxophonist 
John Williams, whom she married 
when she was 16. The marriage ended 
in divorce afew years later. She later 
married Harold Baker, a trumpet 
player with the Kirk band and with 
Duke Ellington. Baker died in 1966. 


DURING A TOUR of Europe in 
1954, Miss Williams underwent a 
conversion experience. Distressed by 
what she saw as ‘‘greed, selfishness, 
and envy’’ around her, she arose from 
the piano one evening as she was 
playing in a Paris nightclub, walked 


out of the club, and left the world of - 


music for three years, _ FS 
Returning to New York City, she 
spent most of that period praying and 


“meditating in Our Lady of Lourdes 


Church at West 142nd Street and 
Amsterdam Avenue, near-~ her 
apartment. Raised as a Baptist, she 
chose that church because it was the 
only one she could find open at any 
time of day. 


In 1957; she “converted? to 
Catholicism and that year, at the 
urging of Dizzy Gillespie and two 
priests, Fathers John F. Crowley and 
Anthony Woods, she came out of 
seclusion and resumed her musical 


career.

ministers who work with them, have 
drawn an enthusiastic response and 
requests for more of the same from 
those who participated.

Armando Medina-Flores was born 
in the Mexican state of Durango. The 
oldest of eight children, he entered the 
diocesan seminary there after 
finishing primary -school. . After 
completing his high school education 
at the seminary, he went to San 
Francisco at the invitation of the 
Franciscans there. 


While there, he stayed in a 
formation house with other students, 
all of whom worked while they were 
pursuing their studies at the 
University of San Francisco. While at 
the formation house, the students also 
lived a community life and prayed 
together, under the direction of 
several priests. 


MEDINA-FLORES earned _his 


bachelor’s degree in psychology, and 
his minors included theology and the 
social sciences. After graduation in 
1977 he went to Delano, outside of 
Bakersfield. He lived and worked as 
part of the parish team at Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church there, and 
completed a master’s degree in 
clinical psychology. 


Medina-Flores came to San Diego 


last year at the invitation . of 


Franciscan Father Rene Juarez, a 


Spanish-speaking consultant on the © 


diocesan staff. 


“I FELT THAT God had given 
me a lot in my life, especially in 
helping. me receive my education 
through the Church,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
in coming to San Diego I felt it was 
time to give Him something back.”’

Abp. Quinn praises Poland’s ‘heroic faith’ 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC)—Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco said he witnessed ‘‘heroic 
faith’’ when he was the special guest of Cardinal 
Francizcek Macharski of Cracow, Poland for the 
feast of St? Stanislaus. 


The archbishop, a former auxiliary bishop of San 
Diego, had originally been invited by the then- 
Cardinal Karol Wojtyla of Cracow, just before the 
cardinal was elected Pope John Paul II in 1978. 
Archbishop Quinn then headed the U.S. bishops’ 
conference, and was unable to go. 


ARCHBISHOP QUINN was main celebrant at 
the principal Mass in Cracow honoring St. 
Stanislaus on May 10 and he visited several historic 
places in Poland. 


‘““Even though the Church in Poland operates 
under heavy restrictions, there is still an element of 
openness about it. People can go to Mass and the 
sacraments quite freely. They are a very heroic 
people and Catholicism is very vibrant and vital in 
Poland despite all: the repressions which exist 
theres:

Four Welsh Anglican priests 
want to become Catholics

LONDON (NC)—Four Anglican priests in. 


South Wales have decided to resign their posts and 
seek admission to the Catholic Church following the 
decision of the Anglican Church in Wales last year 
to start ordaining women as deacons. 


All four are unmarried and are thinking of 
offering themselves as candidates for the Catholic 
priesthood. 

ORDINATION OF women was a factor but ‘‘I 
don’t know that this was a major factor,’’ said 
Father Malcolm Brooks, one of the four. ‘‘There 
were various reasons, some of a personal nature.’’ 


But the decision to ordain women to the diaconate 
and to take unilateral action on this issue calls into 
question the nature of the ministry in the church in 
Wales and the nature of authority in the church, said 
Father Brooks. : 

All four emphasized the help and kindness they 
had received from both churches during the Jong 
period of making up their minds, particularly from 
Anglican Bishop John Poole-Hughes of Llandaff, 
Wales, and Catholic Archbishop John Murphy of 
Cardiff, Wales. 


THE CHURCH in Wales decided to admit 
women to the diaconate in April 1980. So far it has 
ordained 14 women deacons.

state for 25 years but it doesn’t seem to have had any 
effect on their faith at all, except, of course, to have 
intensified it,’’ the-archbishop said. ‘‘As I visited 
many of the famous shrines there people of every age 
were present and praying. Young and old attend 
devotions and the churches are always packed. 

‘“There is an intense catechetical program and the 
teaching of religion is a top priority. Vocations seem 
to flourish there, as well.’’

Teams of educators have worked with the principals and faculty members of 
10 elementary schools, during the past year, assisting them in meeting the 
certification requirements of the Western Catholic Educational Association 
(WCEA) and the accreditation requirements of the Western Association of 
Schools and Colleges (WASC). 


Currently, the five secondary schools in the Diocese of San Diego — Marian, 
University, Our Lady of Peace, St. Augustine, and Vincent Memorial — are 
accredited by WASC. Fourteen of the 42 diocesan elementary schools are 
accredited, and seven others are awaiting the results of the process required for 
the granting of accredited status. Remaining schools are scheduled on a master 
plan, which will be completed by Spring, 1984. 


The Western Catholic Educational Association is a private educational 
agency, established in the late 1950s, under the auspices of the California 
bishops and school superintendents. 


A driving force in the effort to see that all diocesan schools receive WCEA 
certification and WASC accreditation is St. Joseph of Carondelet Sister Ann 
Patricia O’Connor. In her role as associate superintendent for elementary 
schools, Sister Ann Patricia works closely with the teams evaluating each 
school in the diocese. 


According to her, the purpose of the WCEA is ‘‘to improve elementary and 
secondary education by assisting schools in the development and 
implementation of self-evaluation programs.’’ 


This development and self-evaluation is accomplished by the process 
required for WCEA certification and through formal cooperation with the 
accrediting commission for schools of the WASC. 


‘The self-evaluation program is designed to assist an individual school in 
determing the effectiveness of its programs,’’ Sister Ann Patricia said. 


The entire process provides a method whereby all segments involved in a 
school’s total program assist in identifying strengths and’weaknesses. The goal 
of the process is to develop a blueprint which will give direction for improving 
the school’s program, while simultaneously increasing the understanding of all 
the participants. 


‘*At the very heart of the self-evaluation process,’’ noted Sister Ann Patricia, 
‘is a willingness of the individuals involved to look at themselves, to state what 
they hope to accomplish, and how they hope to accomplish that goal, and then 
to evaulate, through self and external audit, just how well these objectives are 
being accomplished.’’ 


The effort to acquire WCEA certification and WASC accreditation for 
elementary schools developed from the desire of elementary educators for such 
evaluation and recognition. 


‘*Many people involved in elementary education have long sought some type 
of self-appraisal procedure, appropriate at the elementary level,’’ Sister Ann 
Patricia pointed out. 


She explained that accreditation procedures had been standard practice at

scripture can help the Church be what 
it should in the world.”’ 


FATHER BROWN has been the 
object of harsh criticism by what he 


terms ‘‘the ultra-conservative 
Catholic press,’’ and singled out The 
Wanderer, which has also attacked 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, as an example 
of those who wish to constitute the 
magisterium in the Church, the very 
thing he and other scholars are 
accused of themselves. 


“Tt is imperative that we urge 
p g 


people to recognize that there are 
different kinds of scholarship and not 
to simply lump everyone together as 
‘those scholars’ with the implication 


that they afe not 
Church,’’ he said. 


“The pope and the bishops are the 
magisterium. They set the limits on 
what is orthodox, and not an 
extremist Catholic press,’’ said Father 
Brown. ‘“There may be a tension 
between scholarship and _ the 
magisterium, but that depends upon 
the individual person and how he sees 
his role and importance.”’ 


HANS KUNG, noted Father 
Brown, ‘‘has spent a great deal of 
time being in conflict with Rome. But 
for the past 20 years I have enjoyed 
the approval of the Vatican, and 
Archbishop John Quinn has defended 
me against attacks in the ultra- 
conservative press. It is unfair to 


loyal to the 


speak of all scholars as if there was no 
difference between them.’’ 


What does Father Brown. think 
about the relationship between 
scholarship and the faith community? 
“‘Scholarship must serve the faith. It 
helps bring the faith to the point of 
articulation. I have always insisted 
that the final decision about what 
constitutes the faith lies in the hands 
of those who have the authority to 
teach, the pope and the bishops.”’ 


But Father Brown also insists that 
the hierarchy does have a real 
obligation to consult the scholar ‘‘so 
that their opinions and decisions may 
be informed. Scholarship doesn’t 
settle questions of faith, however, and 
scholars are not the spokesmen for the 
Church.”’ 


THERE ARE three distinct stages 
discernible in the growth of Catholic 
biblical scholarship, says Father 
Brown. The first, prior to Pope Pius 
XII’s 1943 encyclical Divino Afflante 
Spiritu, was characterized by Catholic 
scholars working in ‘‘non-sensitive’’ 
areas such as archaelogy or the 
Wisdom literature. 


The period immediately following 
Pope Pius’ liberation of biblical 
scholarship was marked by ‘‘the 
excitement of, discovering a whole 
world of knowledge out there,’’ said 
Father Brown, and of an ‘‘enormous 


feeling of encouragement and being 


able to accept some positions which 
were common among Protestant 
scholars.”’ 


And since the Second Vatican 
Council, added Father Brown, the 
Church has been able to reflect upon 
what all of this means ‘‘in terms of 
what it means to be the Church today, 
and what it means to be a Christian in 


’ the Church.’’ 


IT IS THIS last area, the 
contemporary Christian experience in 
terms of our origins as a Church, is 
what Father Brown explored with the 
priests during their retreat. 

Karl Rahner has strongly suggested 
that the immediate post-apostolic 
Church is of normative value for us 
today. Does Father Brown agree, and

Pentecost celebration, which was 


regarded by many in the Vatican as 
the most important ecumenical event 
in his papacy since his visit in 1979 to 
the Greek Orthodox Ecumenical 
Patriarch Dimitrios I of Constan- 
tinople (Istanbul, Turkey). 


Underlining and _ personally 
symbolizing the desire for Church 
unity behind the observances was

Greek Orthodox Metropolitan 
Damaskinos of Tranoupolis who, as 
personal representative of Patriarch 
Dimitrios, delivered the homily and 
led more than 300 Catholic cardinals 
and bishops in prayer at the Pentecost 
vigil service in St. Peter’s. 


‘“‘AS WE LIVE today the tragedy 
of the separation and the necessity of 
remedying it, we are particularly 
called — in this year of the celebration 


of the 1,600th anniversary of the. 


meeting at Constantinople of the 
second ecumenical council—to 
deepen the symbol of faith of that 
council, which constitutes the basis of 
ecumenical dialogue for the re- 
establishment of unity,’’ he said.

“Women just don’t know 
their own body signals’

WASHINGTON (NC)—Dr. 
Evelyn Billings said she was in the 


- United States to promote the method 


of ‘‘preventive medicine’’ which she 


~ and her husband, Dr. John Billings, 


discovered. 


Dr. Evelyn Billings 


The ‘‘preventive medicine’’ the 
Australian doctor was describing is 
the Billings Method of natural family 
planning, a method of anticipating 
periods of fertility and avoiding 
pregnancy without using drugs or 
devices. 

The Billings Method, by Mrs. 
Billings and Ann Westmore, was 
published in May in the United States 
after being on the bestseller list in 
Australia. It explains the Billings’ 
research that shows how a woman can 
determine whether she is fertile or 
infertile by examining changes in 
vaginal mucus during her menstrual 
cycle. 

The Billings Method is so easy to 
learn, according to Mrs. Billings, that 
women ‘‘could read the book, learn, 
and get themselves onto the method.”’ 


Teachers have been trained to 


‘explain the Billings Method and ‘‘we 


teach everybody who wants to know. 
We think a woman should understand 
and respect her physiology,’’ Mrs. 
Billings said. 

THE METHOD does not have the 
side. effects that some artificial 


methods do, it'is approved by the - 


Catholic Church, and it can be used 
to plan as well as to avoid pregnancy, 
she said in an interview in 
Washington. And, “‘it’s cheap—we 
have nothing to sell,’’ such as pills or 
devices. 

The Billings began their research 
under the auspices of the Catholic 


Church but Mrs. Billings said they 
are not connected with any group. 


Recent studies conducted by the 
World Health Organization in India, 
the Philippines, El Salvador, New 
Zealand, and Ireland showed a 97 
percent effectiveness rate, Mrs. 
Billings said, and ‘‘the women 
learned it simply, easily.”’ 


THE DOCTOR said she sees a 
growing interest in natural family 
planning because ‘‘people are 
disenchanted by contraceptive devices 
and pills.’’ She decided to write the 
book ‘‘because I thought it. would be a 
good idea to have a book by a woman 
for women about the subject.”’ 


There is still a great deal of 
ignorance about natural family 
planning. ‘‘A lot of people, a lot of 
doctors, think it’s the rhythm method 
that went out 15 years ago. 


‘‘Women just don’t know the 
significance of the signals from their 
own bodies. They don’t know that the 
mucus means fertility, they often 
think it: means some disease,’’ she 
said. 

THE WOMEN’S movement has 
become very interested in natural 
family planning, according to Mrs. 
Billings. ‘“‘The women’s movement 
wants to get away from the pills and 
loops (IUDs). That’s the real 
liberation.” 


Unfortunately, in Mrs. Billings’ 
view, these women sometimes use 
natural family planning to determine 
their cycles and then rely on artificial 
birth control during the fertile 
periods. ‘‘We’re strongly opposed’’ 
for both moral and practical reasons, 
she said. 


‘*They’re introducing an 
inaccuracy. There’s nothing as 
accurate as abstinence during the 
fertile phase,’’ she said, and also 
“there is confusion of the woman’s 
recognition of her fertile phase’’ when 
other methods are introduced, Mrs. 
Billings said. 


While in this country, Mrs. Billings 
addressed a meeting in New York of 
the World Organization of the Ovula- 
tion Method-Billings U.S.A.

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Methodist renewal program 


is asked to change its name

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (NC)— The 
National Cursillo Center in Dallas, a 
Catholic organization, has pressured 
the United Methodist Church to 
change the name of its spiritual 
renewal program from Cursillo_ to 
Emmaus. 


The Rev. Robert R. Wood, 
director of spiritual formation for the 
United Methodists’ Upper Room. 
agency in Nashville, said he does not 
anticipate any major changes in the 
renewal program. But 
changing the name of the weekend 
retreats was ‘‘very painful,’’ he said. 


MR. WOOD SAID the National 
Cursillo Center has complained to the 
Methodist Church for the last nine 
months about the Methodists’ allow- 
ing intercommunion during the 
weekend retreats and also about the 
ecumenical character of the retreats. 


Jerry Hughes, national secretary of 
the National Cursillo Center, was 
concerned about problems that could 
arise from admitting participants of 
differing denominations to the same 
weekend retreat, Mr. Wood said. 


He said a “‘franchise agreement”’ 
has been set up by the center with 
guidelines which must be followed by 
@ny non-Catholic organization which 
wants to use the name Cursillo. 


CURSILLO IS Spanish for ‘‘short 
course.” The Cursillo movement 
began in Spain and provides a short 
course in Christianity during an 
intensive retreat over a long weekend. 

One of the guidelines, Mr. Wood 
said, was that the Catholic Church 
would have the. final decision on 
disputed matters without  partici- 


pation by Methodists in the decision. 
The Methodists could not accept that, 
he said. 


Another guideline to which the 
Methodists objected, he added, said 
that only Methodists should parti- 
cipate in weekends held under the 
direction of the Methodist center. 


THE METHODIST Church’s 
policy, Mr. ‘Wood said, was that 
participants in the weekends belong to 
some particular denomination and 
should become’ more active members 
of that denomination after 
retreat experience. The Methodist 
Church has never proselytized during 
the retreats, he said. 


Mr. Wood said the United 
Methodist Church’s close association 
with the Catholic Church in this effort 
will not diminish. Under the new 
name, the programs will have ‘‘as 
much Roman. Catholic involvement 


as before,’’ he said. 


The United Methodist Church, 
with about 9.8 million members, is 
the second largest Protestant denom- 
ination in the United States. 


THE GHURCH HAS sponsored 
weekend spiritual renewal programs 
based on the Catholic Cursillo 
movement since 1977 and about 
5,000 persons in the United States 
have participated in them, Mr. Wood 
said. 


Weekends are held each year in 
Florida, Georgia, Michigan, New 
York, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Tennessee, and Washington state. 
The United Methodist Church has

Nicaragua bishops: Priests 
must quit government posts 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC)— 
The Nicaraguan Bishops Conference 
told priests in government positions to 


quit or else face Church sanctions for - 


disobedience. 


The bishops’ statement would 
affect three priests holding cabinet 
ministries and several others in lesser 
positions. 


THE CABINET officers are 
Maryknoll Father Miguel D’Escoto, 
foreign minister; Father Ernesto 
Cardenal, minister of culture, and 
Father Edgar Parrales, welfare 
minister. Father Alvar Arguello 
represents the Nicaraguan Clergy 
Association in the Council of State, a 
legislative advisory body. Other 
priests are- involved in government 
programs of education, economics, 


- and land reform. 


. ‘\We declare that those priests who 
at present hold public posts and 
engage in factional functions must 
leave them at once, and fully rejoin 


their priestly ministry,’’ said the. 


bishops. 

‘Otherwise we will consider them 
to be in open-rebellion and disobe- 
dience to the legitimate authority of 
the Church. Therefore they become 
subject to the Church sanctions due in 
such case.’’ 


THE STATEMENT did not say 
what those sanctions would be. 


The bishops said ‘‘obedience is not 
enforced submission but. a loving 


adhering to divine will’? and at the 
same time the logical consequence of 
the priest’s own commitment to his 
vocation, 


‘In the image of Christ, he has 
been ordained to preach, celebrate the 
liturgy, and _ enlighten: the 
faithful...never to serve a human or 
factional ideology,’’ the bishops said. 
‘“‘We had hoped that for theological 
and pastoral reasons they would have 


resigned their government posts 
earlier.’” 
THE BISHOPS said they 


supported ‘‘the liberation of the poor 
but by a Gospel approach, not 
temporal power.’’ 

Observers said the bishops 
apparently decided in late May to 
issue the warning because of growing 
tensions in domestic politics regarding 
the Sandinista National Liberation 
Front which led the guerrilla fighting 
which overthrew the reign of 
Anastasio Somoza in 1979. The 
Sandinista movement, composed of 
Christians, socialists, and Marxists, 
appointed the present government 
and opponents fear that the Marxist 
and socialist elements are increasing 
their power within the movement. 
The Sandinistas have said that private 
enterprise and the capitalist economic 
structures are key aspects of their 
economic plan. 


There. was no immediate comment 
from the priests holding government 
posts.

Bishop ‘ joins’ jamboree Scouts 


SAN DIiGO—Catholic Boy 
Scouts heading for the National 
Jamboree near Richmond, Va., this 
summer were joined by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher as they practiced their 
camping skills in preparation for their 
cross-country trip. 

Three troops from San Diego are 
going to the jamboree, which is 
expected to attract 27,000 Scouts from 
throughout the country. One of the 
troops is sponsored by the San Diego 
Catholic Committee on Scouting, and 
consists of 36 boys and four adult 
leaders. 

Diocesan Scout Chaplain Father 


Joseph Carroll will accompany the 
troop and will also serve as chaplain 
to all Scouts from the western region 
of the United States. 


In his talk to the Scouts, Bishop 


. Maher stressed the importance of 


scouting in the Church’s ministry to 
its young people and the leadership 


role that each Scout must exercise 


among his own peers. 


A long-time supporter of scouting, 


the bishop is a member, of the - 


executive board of the San Diego 
Scouting Council and was recently 
awarded the St. George Emblem. 


Papers face postage doubling — 


WASHINGTON (NC)— Postage 
rates for the religious press will more 
.than double later this year and some 
non-profit publications will shut down 
if Congress does nothing about the 
Reagan administration’s proposals to 
cut postal subsidies, a House 
committee was told. 

At a hearing which may have been 
too late to head off the cuts, 
representatives of the religious press 
and other non-profit publications said 


_ they were willing to pay their fair 


share of mail costs. 

BUT THE administration’s plan, 
they said, amounts to a ‘broken 
promise that increased postage costs 
would be phased in over a period of 
years rather than imposed all at once. 

‘‘Much of the religious press will 
collapse under the burden,’’ said 
Edgar R. Trexler, editor of the 
600,000-circulation magazine, The 
Lutheran. 

Under current postal regulations 
non-profit organizations using 
second, third, and fourth-class 
mailing privileges are in the ninth 
year of a 16-year process of phasing in 
the full cost of their use of the postal 
system. A portion of the annual 
federal ‘postal subsidy pays the 
difference between what it costs the 
Postal Service to handle such mail 
and how much. the non-profit 
organizations actually pay. 

BUT ACCORDING to the non- 
profit mailers, the administration’s 
plan to trim postal subsidies in the 
next fiscal year means the Postal 
Service would be forced at the 


beginning of the new fiscal year on - 


Oct. 1 to charge them the full rate 
currently scheduled to go into effect in 
1987. 

‘‘Non-profit mailers are willing to 
pay the attributable costs if given the 
time to phase into it,’’ said Trexler, 
testifying on behalf of four religious 


press groups, including the Catholic © 


Press Association and the ee 
Church Press. 


‘“‘THEY CANNOT —and ought 
not to be expected—to absorb more 
than double the present postal costs in 
one fell swoop,’’ he added. 


Trexler said in his own case the cost 
of mailing one issue of The Lutheran 
would jump from $24,000 to $57,000, 
a 137 percent increase. Firing his 
entire staff, including himself, he 
said, would only save enough to’ pay 
the additional postage, costs for four 
months. 

According to Trexler, a survey of 
the religious press showed that if 
postal rates are more than doubled, 
10 percent of the publications would 
cease operation. More than one-half 
would cut back on the number of 
issues per year, while others would 
reduce the number of pages and use 
lighter weight paper. 


THOSE STEPS, he said, would 
result in loss of income for the Postal 
Service and another spiral of postal 
rate increases. 

He also noted that with subscrip- 
tion rates and dues set a year or more 
in advance, non-profit publications 
cannot raise their income quickly 
enough to make up for the higher 
postal rates.

MIND OVER MURDER, by 
William X. Kienzle.
